WHICH PROVED ALMOST A WATE8HAUL 


The Robbers Securing Very Little Jot 


Tbeir Trouble—The Plucky Express 


Messenger Shot Through the 


Arm—Passengers Robbed. 


HENNESSEY, Okla., April 5.—Rock 


Island train No. 1, fast mail, due here 
at 11:30 p. m , was held up and robbed 
Wednesday night at Dover, a small 
station nine miles south of here. The 
train left on time, and proceeded as 
usual until it reached the Dover tank, 
where a stop is always made for wa- 
ter. 


While standing at the tank two 


masked men came out from between 
the tank and the coal shed, where they 
had been concealed, and, covering the 
engineer and fireman, commanded 
them to proceed down the track about 
twenty rods to where a small ravine 
crosses it. 


The engineer complied, but either 


could not or would not stop at the ex- 
act spot designated, pulling by it a 
few rods. He and his fireman were 
then commanded to come down from 
the engine, which they lost no time in 
doing. 


About this time the conductor came 


forward to see what was the cause of 
the unusual stop, but he had no sooner 
come in sight than he was greeted 
with the stern command: "Hands up!" 
The robbers then proceeded to unbur- 
den him of his money, valuables, etc., 
and the porter, who put in his appear- 
ance about the same time, was treated 
in a like manner, the robbers securing 
comparatively nothing, however, from 
him 


The outlaws, with three or four 


more of their number who had put in 
their appearance as soon as the train 
Blacked speed, together with the four 
train men now proceeded to the ex- 
prpss car, where the order was given 
to "open up''1 


Messenger Jones was alone in his 


car, the guards who had accompanied 
him since the Texas robbery having 
been recently taken 
off. He was 


plucky, however, and refused to open 
the door. Then the robbers, evidently 
more with the object of frightening 
him than with any murderous intent, 
began firing into the car. Fifteen or 
wenty shots were fired, one of which 
ook effect in the fore arm of the brave 
nessenger, making a painful though 
not dangerous wound. 


They then ceased firing and de- 


manded again that he open the door, 
but he still refused, in spite of his 
vound 
They got the coal hammer 


'rom the engine and, putting it into 
lie hands of the fireman, compelled 
lim to batter down the door. 
The safe, which was the object oi 


iheir attack, was what is termed the 
.hrough safe, and is a large affair, al 
most burglar-proof. They tried to 
compel Jones to open it for them, but 
le declared he did not have the com 
rination for the^afe, which was opened 
only at the end of the route. 


They then, assisted by the engineer 


and fireman, together with the porter, 
all of whom were compelled to take a 
land, tried to drill a hole in which to 
nsert a charge of dynamite. They 
succeeded in drilling a hole to a depth 
of half an inch after some little time 
and labor had been expended. They 
finally decided it was too slow work, 
lowever, and withdrew. 


In the meantime members of the 


jang had entered the coaches, and sev- 
jral of the passengers were relievec 
of their valuables. The whole baud 
now mounted their horses and rode 
rapidly westward toward the hills o: 
the Cheyenne country. 


It is believed that their haul did not 


aggregate over $300. The train was 
detained about one hour, reaching 
Kingfisher, the next stop, 1.50 min 
•ntes late. Messenger Jones was left 
here, as he could not take his train 
through on account of his wound.

when he is secreted in a hole. No one 
will care to dispute this, and yet we 
have right here m Decatur the anomaly 
of a reform party running a campaign 
upon the single thread of a pledge to 
suppress "public gambling" 
If no 


blinds aod screens m saloons were the 
rule here, what would bo thought of a 
reform party running a campaign on a 
pledge to suppress public drinking? 


Thia is not intended as an argument 


:or 01 against public gambling but to 
show tlio utter indefensibility of the po- 
sition of the Municipal party in running 
a campaign on the emasculated pledge 
y> suppress "public gambling." 


This is certainly a beautiful caldron of 


political incense to carry into a pulpit 
sanctified to divine service, and there, in 
the name of reform, attempt to hide it 
under the mantle of God as supplemen- 
tal to the beautiful philosophy of the 
Christian religion.

Coat of Arm! of the Noblo and Ancient 


House of Curcon. 


George Nathaniel Curzon, M. P., who 


is to marry Miss Leiter, of Chicago, is 
the oldest son and heir of Sir Alfred 
Nathaniel Holden Curzon, fourth Baron 
Scarsdale of Scarsdale, County Derby, 
baron in holy orders, M. n., rector ol 
Kedlestou. The house of Curzon dates 
back to the time of the Norman con- 
quest. According to Collins the house 
was established by Giraline de Curzon, 
a warrior upon whom William the Con- 
queror bestowed the manors of Lock- 
ing?, in Berkshire, and Fishead in Ox- 
fordshire. There was a John Curzon, 
who was high sheriff of Derbyshire dur- 
ing the reign of Edward IV. The head 
of the family was made a baronet Au-

gust II, 1041. In 1727 Sir John Curzon 
sat in parliament, as did his son, Sii 
Nathaniel. 
This Sis Nathaniel was 


made a peer—given the title of Baron 
Scarsdale—April 9, 17G1.

The third Baron Scarsdale died in 1858 
and was succeeded by his nephew,Alfred 
Nathaniel Ilolden Curzon, the present 
baron. He was born in 1333 and mar- 
ried Blanche, the second daughter oi 
Joseph Pocklmgton-Sinhonse, Esq., ol 
Hetherhall, Cumberland. George Na- 
thaniel Curzon was born January 11, 
1839. The country seat of Baron Scare 
dale is Kedleston, near Derby; his Lon- 
don bouse is at No. 34 Wimpole street.

Intended to "Prevent Thievery— 


Duties of the Conductor. 


Freight cars in transit present an in 


viting field for thieves. In the yards in 
the cities the surveillance necessary to 
keep the thieves away can be systema 
tized and thus made effective, but in the 
email towns along the line of the roac 
the protection of the cars is left mainly 
to the conductor and his crew. If a man 
is disposed to help out his living by rob 
bing freight cars he can get a house 
along the track, study the ground, and 
be ready to avail himself of every oppor 
tunity. A car laden with groceries foi 
a local dealer arrives at night, perhaps 
and is sidetracked. The man along the 
track has until morning to get into the 
car, take out what he wants and hide it 
If he hears anyone approaching he can 
hurry to his house, dodging among the 
cars, and be in bed by the time any pos 
sible investigator can get there. 


The railroad people can always have 


the satisfaction of knowing that a car 
has been broken into before they open 
the door, and if the car is robbed in tran 
sit at what station the robbery took 
place. This is, of course, of great value 
in running down the thief, or if the rob 
bery is in a measure due to the careless 
ness of some employes of the road in fix 
ing the responsibility. After a freigh 
car is loaded the door ia sealed—that is 
to say, a piece of tin is run through the 
staple and the ends fastened together b; 
being impressed into a piece of lead with 
a seal on which there is a number. Every 
station has its number. This lead an 
swera the same purpose as the wax 
which the express companies put on a 
money envelope. The door cannot be 
opened or tampered without disturbing 
this seal. In this case of a way car the 
door must be opened frequently to pu 
off goods at local stations. Every time 
this occurs the number and condition o; 
the seal must be recorded, and when the 
car is ready to proceed on its way r 
must be resealed with the number of the 
station at which the door has been open 
ed. Every person into whose charge the 
car comes must take a record of it, anc 
if there is anything wrong the fact mus' 
be reported and the car resealed. When 
ever a car is transferred from one train 
to another the conductor of each train 
must enter the fact in his book with ap 
propriate remarks about the seals. In 
ordinary cars there are only two doors 
to seal, one on each side, but in others— 
lumber cars, for instance—there is a 
little door at the end up near the roof 
out there for convenience in unloading 
long pieces of lumber, which must be 
eealed also. In other cars there is a 
door in the roof. 


Whenever a freight train stops at night 


at a country station for water, for or 
deiB, for switching, or for any other'pur 
pose the conductor must keep watch for 
thieves. No matter what the weather 
may be if the train shops for any length 
of time he is obliged to patrol it, as it is 
a comparatively easy matter to force a 
door, tumble a few boxes out on the 
dark prairie, and then hide in some ad- 
jacent locality until the train pulls out 
In this sentry duty the conductor is 
generally assisted by the rearbrakeman 
Railroad men are rough, impulsive fel- 
lows and when they catch a night ma- 
rauder they seldom trouble to turn him 
over to the constable; indeed, he may 
usually congratulate himself if he does 
not need the service of the coroner.

Hurt was away from home at the 
time, but the boy wrote his father of 
the occurrence.

wife, although he had frequent inter- 
views with the son. 


Meeting Milne Wednesday evening 


lie began shooting. He shot in all 
five times, and every shot took effect.

THE 
VENEZUELAN 
QUESTION 


A* Viewed by n Gentleman Who Hal Lived 


Many Yettra In South America. 


WASHINGTON, April 5.—"Venezuela," 


said a gentleman to-day, whohaslived 
many years in South America, "would 
rather be reduced to ashe^ than per- 
mit Great Britain to occupy perma- 
nently the country in dispute between 
her and British Guinea." This declara- 
tion seems certainly to express the 
sentiment of the Venezuelan people 
with referen ce to this mooted ques- 
tion. What action Venezuela may ul- 
timately take in the matter is not 
known, but it is doubtful is the Crespo 
administration is considering the prob- 
ability of war with Great Britain as a 
result of the latter's refusal to aban- 
don this territory. 


The Venezuelans believe that their 


interests will be protected by the 
United States, and they are hopeful 
that the dispute between themselves 
and Great Britain may yet be referred 
to arbitration. 
They insist strenu- 


ously that the territory belongs to 
them and that Great Britain has been 
encroaching upon it for years because 
of Venezuela's inability to prevent her. 


Great Britain, on the other hand, 


has long maintained that while she 
will arbitrate some of the points in 
dispute between the two countries 
she will not for a moment arbitrat 
her control of the country now helc 
by her, which embraces about 40,000 
miles in a tract 180 miles by thirty-five 
wide, stretching from the coast east 
ward and embracing a part of thi 
mouth of the Orinoco river.

In the 


correspondence between Mr. Bayart 
and the Salisbury government as 
far back as 1888, when Mr. Bay 
ard filled the office of secretary o:

that reason, permit her right to oc 
cupy it to be arbitrated.

Advices from Port Lonis, island of 


Mauritius, state that John L. Waller, 
formerly United States consul at Tain- 
atave, island of Madagascar, has been 
tried before a court-martial by the 
French military authorities. 
lie has 


been found guilty of having- been in 
correspondence with the tlovas, and 
has been sentenced to twenty years' 
imprisonment. 


As soon as the state department at 


Washington shall receive official in- 
formation of this outrage, the Amer- 
ican government will e,nter into an em- 
phatic protest. Parties familiar with 
the history of the case explain it as fol- 
lows: 


The prime minister and command- 


er in chief of Madagascar in March of 
last year granted a valuable concession 
in the great robber district of Fort 
Dauphin, on the southern coast of Mad- 
agascar,to ex-United States Consul Wal- 
ler. Itnvas far the largest and most im- 
portant surface concession ever granted 
in Madagascar, and was given on terms 
much more reasonable than any ever 
before given to anyone in the coun- 
try. The concession covers an area ol 
225 square miles—more than five times 
the area of New York city. The lands, 
besides producing rubber trees of ex- 
cellent quality, and vines, abound in 
ebony, mahogany, rosewood and other 
valuable timber, and arc adapted to the 
cultivation of tea, coffee, sugar and 
vanilla. 


The coccession was secured by Wal- 


ler in tho face of tho repeated protest 
of the i'rcnch resident general and the 
French colonists. According to the 
French pioneer colonists, all the nation- 
alities engaged in the india-rubber trade 
were injured by it. The French resi- 
dent general disputed the right of the 
Ilovas government to make the conces- 
sion, because, under the protectorate 
which France assumes to exercise over 
Madagascar, according to a treaty with 
Great Britain signed in 1S90, France

claims the right to control Madagascar's 
foreign affairs. The native government 
of the island, however, repudiates the 
French claim to a protectorate, and in- 
sists that the granting- of concessions 
is strictly within the province of local 
administration. The last two American 
consuls at Tamatave, the city in which 
Waller was stationed, have presented 
their credentials to the Malag-assy gov- 
ernment, thereby causing friction be- 
tween themselves and the French resi- 
dent. 


Advices from Antananaviro under 


date of May SI, 1804, announced that in 
consequence of the concession to Wal- 
ler, the French resident had entered a 
formal protest declaring that France 
would 
refuse 
to 
recognize 
any 


concession made to foreigners without 
her permission. The New York World 
early last June published a letter from 
E. Underwood Ilarvcy, editor of the 
Madagascar News, treating exhaustive- 
ly the complications which had grov.-n 
and which might grow out of this 
grant, and among other things he said. 
"It is time for the great American gov- 
ernment to put its foot down and say 
that American enterprise in this coun- 
try shall no longer be cramped by 
French bullying." 


Mr. Waller's life on the island has. 


not been an easy one, and he has suf- 
fered indignities from the French ol 
which he has been compelled to com- 
plain to his successor, Consul Wetter. 
Advices from 
Tamatave, 
published 


February 23 of this year, said that the 
French were incensed to the point of 
violence against Waller, believing that 
his representation had caused the with- 
drawal by the United States govern- 
ment of its alleged instructions to 
Consul Wetter to obtain recognition 
through the French resident. 


When John L. Waller was appointed 


consul at Tamatave in 1891 he w as a 
resident of Kansas City, Kan. He is a 
colored man, and was born a slave in 
Missouri in 1850. lie was confiscated at 
the age of eleven years and taken to 
Iowa, where he received a common 
school education, read law and was ad- 
mitted to the bar. He moved to Kan- 
sas in 1878, and soon became prominent 
in the politics of the southwest. He is 
a republican. He was the only Afro- 
American presidential elector in 18S3. 
He was the first colored member of the 
Kansas republican state central com- 
mittee, being chosen by acclamation in 
1880. He received many favors from dif- 
ferent state administrations of Kan- 
sas, and was superintendent ol the 
industrial department of the. blind 
asylum at Kansas City v.-hen appointed 
consul.
